Pittsburgh Synagogue Shooting 
Pits Faith Against Bullets

The word sanctuary conjures a place 
of safety. A place where you will not 
be harmed. In religious terms, it is a 
place on Earth where you are closest 
to God. 


It was none of that Saturday morning. 
Not in Pittsburgh’s Tree of Life 
Synagogue, which reportedly housed 
a tight-knit community of Jewish 
citizens, whose place of worship, 
on their Sabbath, became another 
chapter in a horrible book full of evil 
men with issues; men who shoot and 
kill strangers who are praying, then 
espouse some misguided dedication to 
keeping America pure. 


The latest deranged fool with guns was 
a 46-year-old man, Robert Bowers, 
who proudly posted photos of his 
weapons under the title “My Glock 
family” but didn’t mind using them to 
allegedly destroy the real-life families 
of Jewish people, killing 11, wounding 
six others. 


Bowers called Jews the K-word, which 
should be abhorred as much as the 
N-word, multiple times on_ social 
media. He blamed Jews for problems 
in society, which is a tired form of toxic 
evil that has been going on for centuries, 
and once ignited a Holocaust. Even 
when the police apprehended him, 
Bowers was reportedly still going on 
about needing to get rid of the Jews. 


Bowers also, on social media, claimed 
that a Jewish-based group was 
responsible for bringing “invaders in 
that kill our people.” He was talking 
about HIAS, an organization more than 
130 years old, dedicated to helping 
Jewish refugees and—more recently— 
refugees around the world. You’d be 
hard pressed to find a group that was 
less dedicated to killing people than 
this one. 


But somehow, in Bowers’ demented 
mind, the Jews of a _ Pittsburgh 
synagogue needed to die for HIAS’ 
potential sins. 


Or so his posts say. Crazy is crazy, 
and the words of a sick mind like this 


should only carry so much weight. 


The words of a president should carry 
more. 


Sadly, we are coming to ignore those 
almost as much. 
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Although President Trump properly 
decried the violence, the leader of the 
free world (at least that’s what we used 
to call our presidents) could not resist 
adding this response to the situation: 
“If there was an armed guard inside 
the temple, they would have been able 
to stop him.” 


Is that really the response to, in the 
immediate aftermath of, the murder 
of your citizens? Is that really the 
sound bite when family members are 
still finding out who is dead and who 
is wounded and which bodies of fellow 
congregants are being tended to in 
hospitals? 


You can pick any day of the week to 
find something the president says 
that is embarrassing. But there are 
select comments that are downright 
insensitive to the citizens he governs, 
and at that moment, that comment 
was one of them. 


Here’s a news flash: Not everyone 
loves the idea of looking up and 
seeing an armed guard in their place 
of worship. And where do you stop? 
Metal detectors? Security on the 
pulpit? A synagogue is not an airport. 
Gun advocates’ suggestion of putting 
shooters everywhere doesn’t sit well 
with some folks’ idea of prayer and 
reflection. Especially on a weekly basis. 
Some synagogues have already been 
forced to secure themselves on high 
holidays. But this was just another 
Sabbath morning in Pittsburgh, 
including a baby-naming ceremony. 
Your first thought is not “We better 
worry about a maniac shooting us.” 


Yes, I know there are some countries 
where that is mandatory for survival. 
And perhaps we have reached the 
point in this country where, if we 
refuse to make other drastic changes, 
we have no choice. 


But this is not the time for the weary 
debate over the Second Amendment. 
This is a time to realize—again— 
that our anger, our vitriol, our self- 
righteous madness, is now in fully 
open season on places of worship. 


What happened Saturday in Pittsburgh 
takes its place alongside the 26 people 
killed in the First Baptist Church last 
year in Sutherland Springs, Texas—by 
another gunman with an assault rifle. 


And, in the same year, the seven 
wounded and one dead in a shooting at 
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A Father and son hold each other at the B’nai Aviv Synagogue in Weston, Florida, on 
Sunday, Oct. 28, after a synagogue shooting in Pennsylvania the previous day took the 


lives of 11 people. 


the Burnette Chapel Church of Christ in 
Nashville. 


And, in 2015, the nine black worshipers 
murdered by Dylann Roof, a 21-year-old 
white supremacist, who shot them as 
they prayed. 


There are others. These are just the 
headlines. 


And there are just too many of these 
headlines. 


Saturday is believed to rank as the 
deadliest attack on Jews in American 
history. Note needs to be taken here. 
According to the Anti-Defamation 
League and FBI statistics, in 2016, 
Jewish people were the victims of more 
reported hate crimes than any other 
religious minority. Some 684 anti- 
Jewish incidents were reported that 
year. That is more than all the other 
religiously motivated hate crimes that 
year combined. 


Why is there such hatred for Jews in 
America? This is a question we should 
be asking, given the numbers we just 
cited, we should be asking it every bit 
as much as why there is racism and 
sexism, two issues that are debated 
endlessly every day. 


Why people of a certain faith? What is 
behind this? The Pittsburgh gunman’s 
ridiculous postings aren’t worthy of 
serious debate. But the animus behind 
his antisemitism is. 


Maybe we will get some of that now. 
Maybe we won't. Maybe this devolves 
into a gun debate like so many other 
murders like this have. But it shouldn't. 
There is a serious bubbling of hate in 
American society against a religion that 
has never caused it harm. It is beyond 
misguided. It is evil. And when it strikes 
it is the ugliest part of us. 


In the Jewish faith, the ancient scrolls of 
the Torah, or the first five books of the 
Old Testament, are read from beginning 
to end every year, then started over again 
in an autumn holiday called Simchat 
Torah. 


That holiday came a few weeks ago, 
which meant the early Bible story of 
Cain and Abel was recently read. If you 
recall, after Cain murders Abel, God 
asks him, “Where is your brother?” 
And Cain’s famous reply is, “Am I my 
brother’s keeper?” 


The answer is yes. We are all our 
brother’s keepers. But we often do a poor 
job of it. And on mornings like Saturday, 
a Sabbath in Pittsburgh, some of us are 
no better than Cain, killing our fellow 
citizens while they are in mid-prayer in 
a place they should always be able to 
think of as safe. 


Sanctuary. What has happened to that 
word?

Notes from the Apocalypse 


From the Archives - Funeral for a Friend

Editor’s Note: Due to my lackadaisical attitude and 
fondness for Wild Turkey 101 at well before 5PM, we 
don’t have a new column by Charles this go-round. 
Fortunately, I was able to access the safe where 
Charles keeps his bound copies of every Beach- 
comber column he’s ever written, along with a “Make 
Russia Great Again” cap gifted to him by Chris Wil- 
son from The Zoo Gallery. 


This piece originally ran in the April 19, 2007 Beach- 
comber. 


After two columns about our national nightmare 
in Iraq, I have decided to lighten things up and write 
about a funeral. Mine. 


I have specific ideas about my funeral, but first I 
have some requests for my final days. I hope I live 
another 50 years, but since one never knows, I have 
some guidelines I would like followed during my last 
days on earth. 


First, make absolutely sure that I am dead. I have a 
friend in the Bahamas whose grandmother passed 
away last year. In the Bahamas, people are gener- 
ally buried the day that they die. Her single request 
was that she be buried the day after she died. 


She grew up in Hopetown on Elbow Cay. In the 
haste to dispose of the diseased bodies when the 
cholera epidemic swept through the island in the 
1920s, a young friend of hers was buried alive. That 
incident remained vivid to her for her entire life. 


I’m not concerned about how long to wait after my 
death for the burial. But I do want the funeral to 
be held on a rainy day. Very rainy. Thunder and 
lightning aren’t necessary, but rain is a must. A sta- 
tionary low front where it rains for an entire week 
would be perfect. I want the guests at the funeral to 
be cold, wet and miserable. Kind of like the way we 
are during cobia season. 


And speaking of cobia season, if that happens to be 
when I pass on, I want my old friend Goose in the 
balcony of the church. And every five minutes or so, 
I want Goose to stop the proceedings, point at my 
casket and whisper, “There he is!” 


But I’m getting ahead of myself. First, let’s make 
sure that I am totally dead. If I don’t die in an ac- 
cident, and my death looms in a hospital, I want to 
be certain that all life support systems in existence 
are being fully utilized. Billions of dollars have been 
spent on technology to keep us alive, and I want to 
take full advantage of it. 


I have good insurance. I don’t want anyone even 
walking near the electrical hookups for these ma- 
chines, much less pulling any plugs. 


When I do die, I want at least a dozen qualified 
experts—with diplomas from top-notch medical 
schools—to verify that I am, without any doubt, 
dead. I have been known to rest very soundly, and 
I don’t want a serious nap to be misinterpreted as 
death. 
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Back to the funeral. In many obitu- 
aries, there is the phrase “in lieu of 
flowers...” You can forget the rest of 
that sentence. I want so many flow- 
ers that the florists run out of inven- 


tory. 


The attire at my funeral will be black. 
Period. No color. No festive dresses or 
ties. Just black. 


There will be none of this “celebra- 
tion of life’ mumbo-jumbo. I want 
strictly “mourning of death.” I want 
people to be so upset they can barely 
stand up straight. I don’t know much 
about requiems, but I want the sad- 
dest funeral dirge in existence to be 


played continuously throughout the 
ceremony. 


Finally, I request that the guests at 
my funeral who are of faith be given 
the opportunity to show just how 
deep their faith really is. There will 
be a box at the church entrance full 
of poisonous snakes. Copperheads, 
cottonmouths, rattlesnakes, and the 
infamous Costa Rican “Two Step” 
snake. Like the primitive Baptists in 
Sand Mountain, Alabama, believers 
will be asked to holler, scream, dance 
around, and handle the snakes.

Cadillac Attack Plows into Destin

Pensacola-based Cadillac Attack is branching out 
towards Destin audiences, but they are far from a 
new band. 


Vocalist and guitarist Todd McCabe formed the band 
is 2000. “When I started the band, I played the stand- 
up bass and then I had another guitar player and 
I had a drummer, and we went like that for a little 
while,” he says. “Like any business you're in, you have 
a turnover rate. Musicians come and go. It eventually 
evolved into where I moved back over on guitar and I 
sing, and Jimmy Ray plays the stand-up bass.” 


For nearly 10 years, Cadillac Attack has pressed on 
as a duo. 


As for the origins of the band name, McCabe says 
there isn’t a grand story behind it. “I wish I had 
more of a thrilling story for it, but I don’t.” After 
putting a slew of names in a hat, Cadillac Attack 
seemed like the best fit. 


Although known for their lively covers, the duo has 
a few originals up their dapper sleeves. “I don’t have 
a stockpile of them, but I’ve got, let’s see, four or five 
that we do,” says McCabe. “In the old days when I 
was young in the rock bands, I wrote a lot of songs 
for all those type things. I guess I write rock songs a 
lot easier than I do country-type songs. 


“When it comes to seeing us, I'll be honest with 
you—you almost have to be there to really get it.

The first thing you're gonna see, of course, is you’re 
gonna see two hillbillies standing up on stage, 
wearing the old-fashioned cowboy hats and we got 
the old shirts on and our boots. Jimmy lifts up his 
big, black upright bass and you think, Oh boy, we’re 
in for a honky-tonk ride.” 


He adds, “I tried to make this old, really old country 
music come back to life. We put a lot of energy 
into it. And by no stretch of the imagination am I 
a comedian, but I like to banter with the audience 
and have fun.” 


Country tunes are their primary wheelhouse, but 
‘80s rock, Radiohead and other surprises often 
make appearances in their sets. 


McCabe began his lifelong relationship with music 
due to a neighbor. “I must’ve been, I don’t know, 
five?” he says. “The father of the family that lived 
next door, he played guitar. He’d always sit on his 
front porch and play his guitar, and I’d be playing 
with the other kids. I would just kinda go over there 
and watch him play guitar for a while, and for some 
reason, one day he said, ‘You like that guitar, don’t 
you, boy?’ And I said, TI sure do.’ 


“He started showing me a few things, and then I was 
ate up with it by this point. Of course, I run home, 
tell my parents I want a guitar and they’re like, 
‘What?’ Okay. So they buy me a little cheap guitar 
and I practiced, practiced, practiced, practiced, 
practiced, and it just started from there, basically. I 
can blame the neighbor.” 


NOV. 8-21, 
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The neighbor’s introduction to the guitar paved the 
way for adolescent garage bands and high school 
gigs at the Pensacola Fair. Cadillac Attack isn’t 
McCabe’s first band, but even he admits that he had 
“no idea it would survive this long.” 


“I had my doubts at first,” he says. “Remember, I’m 
wanting to do old-time country music, and a lot of 
folks, especially young folks...I had in my head that 
no one will probably really want to hear this. But it’s 
something I like to play. I love that music and always 
have. I was like, well, we'll see what happens. Much 
to my shocking surprise, a lot of people do like the 
old stuff like that.” 


As McCabe puts it they are “slowly injecting ourselves 
into Destin more.”

Reviews: Haunted Houses and the Sandman 


The Haunting of Hill House

To understand 


what The Haunting 

of Hill House is, it’s important to recognize the 
source material. It began as a book written by 
Shirley Jackson, one that’s spawned countless 
interpretations (both officially and unofficially), 
including a very popular movie from the 1960s 
that pretty much any horror fan has seen. Most 
adaptations focus on the common thread of proving 
the existence of ghosts, that there’s some way to 
scientifically prove the paranormal. 


The Netflix version instead focuses on family and 
relationships, and that’s what the core of horror 
is all about—what happens when you throw these 
likable people into chaos and how they react to it. 
It’s why some movies stand the test of time even if 
they have hokey moments or dated special effects. 
It’s why a movie like the original Poltergeist holds 
up, because you care about the family and their 
journey. Series creator and director Mike Flanagan 
pulls from those ideas. 


If aspects of The Haunting of Hill House feel familiar, 
it’s because of other productions that have utilized 
the same source material. And more than that, 
Flanagan is obviously a Stephen King fan. He 
previously helmed Gerald’s Game and is on deck 
for the pseudo-Shining sequel Doctor Sleep, both 
King properties. There are also hints of Rose Red 
throughout the 10-part series. 


Even with fingerprints of other movies, the series 
finds new ways to surprise and adds some incredible 
new elements - including one beautiful reveal that 
caught me off guard. It feels like a missing puzzle 
piece gratifyingly falling into place. That’s the art 
of storytelling. 


There’s a fantastic theory that rumbling around that 
each of the five siblings represents the five stages 
of grief. I have no idea if there is any validity to 
that concept, but it just proves how the characters 
are so thoroughly different. They come out of the 
experience of being kids living in this house with 
their own baggage and in such distinctly personal 
ways. Each is an expression of what loss and an 
unstable childhood can do to us as adults. Each 
offers us a way to connect with the characters on 
their journey to come to terms with “that” house. 
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Beyond that, it stays with you like your own personal 
haunting. As I came out of my binge-watching 
mania, I wanted to slide right back in. There are 
enough breadcrumbs that I’m looking forward to 
watching it again. And if that isn’t the mark of a 
fantastic series...

Redd’s on 30A: Eat, Drink, Any Requests? 


Redd’s Fueling Station takes its name from (a) 
the fact that it sits behind an actual gas station 
and convenience store (Sally’s By the SeaStore) and 
(b) the name of its owner and “Singing Bartender,” 
Helen “Redd” Vizard. She enjoys local and national 
renown as a performer, and wisely has secured 
herself a permanent venue to showcase her talents. 
And feed people. 


My wife, our daughter Grace and I ate at Redd’s 
on a recent Tuesday night. Dinner is available 
every open night, but Redd sings on Tuesdays, 
Thursdays and Saturdays, starting at around 
6:30 PM. She also makes drinks (beer, wine and 
house special mixed drinks), takes and serves food 
orders, picks up checks, buses tables, and keeps 
everyone entertained. There’s someone else—the 
cook, in the kitchen—but that’s the staff, at least 
when we went there. 


The restaurant is accessible by a ramp. There’s a 
small patio with seating. Inside is a main dining 
room, bar area, and bandstand (for open mic 
nights). There are about a dozen or so tables, four- 
tops mainly, a couch, and seats at the bar. The 
walls are decorated with cheeky (and occasionally 
risqué) posters, drink and food ads, sports and 
movie memorabilia, and multicolored lights. 


Redd’s menu likewise veers toward comfort and 
satisfaction, with appetizers, salads, sandwiches, 
burgers, meat dishes, and sides. Redd told us 
about the night’s special, a Poor Man’s Shepherd’s 
Pie with ground beef and mashed potatoes, advised 
Grace on her options, and took a drink order. We 
were the first customers there, but that changed 
within minutes as diners drifted in. The majority 
appeared to be regulars. Redd also took reservations 
and questions over the phone, even advising callers 
about the size of the entrees (generous). 


Starters include chips and salsa, guacamole, 
nachos with or without meat, and Devils on 
Horseback—bacon-wrapped, garlic-stuffed dates. 
We got those. There were nine, with a sweet dipping 
sauce. I figured they were too adventurous for 
Grace (a conservative diner), but she loved them— 
the transformative power of bacon. They are sweet, 
savory, salty and just right with a drink. 


For the main course, we had our choice of salads 
with shrimp or chicken options, including a classic 
wedge with blue cheese and bacon that sounded

good. There’s a fried green tomato BLT, beef burger, 
a sort of deconstructed jalapeno popper burger 
(topped with pickled jalapenos and cream cheese), 
mac and cheese with smoked gouda and bacon, 
beef brisket or chicken tacos, “Moo Moo” brisket 
with gravy, short or long racks of back ribs, and 
meatloaf. 


My wife got the brisket tacos, Grace got a child’s 
portion of the mac and cheese (Redd promised her 
she’d like it), and I ordered the meatloaf. 


As we waited for the food, Redd got the singing 
started, explaining her policy on requests. There’s a 
“menu” of song titles on the tables, pens and post- 
its. Requests are written on Post-Its and attached 
to cash—the amount is up to the dinner, though 
certain artists and titles cost more—and submitted 
to Redd as she works the room. Music and backup 
vocals come from a prerecorded device at the bar. 


I chose “One for My Baby,” my favorite Johnny 
Mercer-Frank Sinatra standard. My wife chose the 
Beach Boys’ “Barbara Ann” for Grace, and somebody 
picked “You’re Just Too Good to Be True” and “At 
Last,” which pleased my wife. It was an older crowd, 
not afraid to do a little dancing (“The dance floor is 
where you find it,” was Redd’s advice). 


Redd kept up the pace, doing about five things 
at once. Our food arrived. My wife’s tacos were 
overflowing with sweet and spicy strands of beef, 
tomatoes, and a corn and cucumber salad. Grace 
ate about a third of her mac and cheese and took 
the rest home. It’s smoky, loaded with cheese and 
bacon, and has a crunchy breadcrumb topping. I’m 
no fan of mac and cheese, but I had several “tastes” 
of it. 


NOV. 8-21, 2018 


My tender meatloaf (a huge chunk) had crispy edges, 
and the crisp roasted potatoes and sautéed yellow 
squash and onions were the perfect side to a high- 
class homestyle feast. 


The menu lists a brownie and ice cream dessert, but 
we were full, and it was a school night. Grace was the 
only kid in the place. Redd was very solicitous of her, 
and even gave her a little peck goodbye. Thanks for 
your kindness, Ms. Redd. It did not go unrecorded.
